Throughout history, a paper fiat curren- 
cy, not backed by gold, has always spelled

States was in a unique and seemingly 
unassailable monetary position,” he writes. 
“The world’s largest gold stock was secure in 
the vaults of Fort Knox and the Federal 
Reserve banks. The American dollar was 
everywhere in short supply, facing an appar- 
ently insatiable demand. American tech- 
nology and the standard of living it made 
possible were the envy of the world. 

“Three decades later the United States 
is wracked by internal political and moral 
problems, inflation, and self doubts. The 
world’s most powerful nation had been 
defeated by a third-rate country in a wasteful 
no-win war. Half of its gold stock had been 
lost, and it had short-term liabilities to for- 
eigners totalling almost ten times the value of 
what gold it still owned. 

“What happened, and why?” 

The answer to that question is the sub- 
ject of Sutton’s most recent and most im- 
portant book, The War on Gold. It is the 
definitive study of the past, present, and 
future of the precious metal that Keynesian 
economists and political schemers have 
denounced as a “barbarous relic.” 

The war on gold began several cen- 
turies ago, when politicians discovered they 
could print limitless amounts of paper cur- 
rency for a small fraction of the cost of using 
gold as money. It has accelerated in recent 
years, as the United States acquired a paper 
debt of a trillion-plus dollars, massive federal 
deficits led to double-digit inflation, and inter- 
nationalists plotted to create a New World 
Order. 

For centuries, gold has been the “asset 
of last resort” for the prudent, when savings 
are threatened by confiscatory taxation or 
runaway inflation. But in recent years, anti- 
gold interationalists have created confu- 
sion in the market place. Sutton explains 
how the price of gold is manipulated — and 
how long such juggling can continue. 

Sutton foresees two possible conclu- 
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sions to the present war on gold, one dis- 
astrous, the other leading to even greater 
prosperity for the West. He is certain that, 
“Under the pressure of economic events, 
gold will reassert itself.” When this occurs, he 
warns, “the establishment elite will have a 
choice: either adopt the discipline of gold or 
resort to naked force to impose a paper fiat 
dollar on both American citizens and the 
world at large.” 

Make no mistake about it — a day of 
reckoning is coming, and soon. Sutton 
shows why the debt pyramid must collapse, 
dragging down our paper dollar with it. 

There are steps that can be taken to 
reverse the trend or escape the worst conse- 
quences. But Sutton warns, “There is not 
much time. And once the pages of history 
are turned past our own point of no retum, 
there is no second chance, no appeal to a 
higher court. It is now...or never.”
